This can be lemodied and the rich 
colors brought out by the following 
simple method, 
l^eave the rug on the 
floor where It belongs. 
Remove every­ 
thing from on top of it. 
Take naptha 
soap and make a lather in luke warm 
water, 
Take an old Turkish towel, 
dip it in the suds, wring out and rub 
the rug vigorously, being careful not 
ri b against the nap of the rug. You 
will see the dirt of the rug corning off 
on the towel, but not a bit of the color. 
Dip In again, washing off dirt of the 
towel and continue to rub until the 
towel remains clean. 
W henever the 
suds look dark change the water and 
prepare fresh suds. 
VS hen the entire carpet is rubbed, 
take luke warm water, dip in your 
towel, wring out, and go over the en­ 
tire surface so that ho sign of the 
suds is left 
Then leave the rug un­ 
disturbed until thoroughly dry. 
It is 
surprising how the rug lights up! The 
natural tints of oriental mat trial are 
brought out aud the conscious feeling 
that the rug is clean from a sanitary 
point of view is a satisfaction.

Position Is Considered One of Honor, 
and Graft Is Rarely Heard of 
There. 


HOW TO MAKE POTATO BAGS 


Delectable 
Dish 
That 
Is 
Prepared 
With Grated Potatoes and Chop­ 
ped Salt Pork, 


Grate five or six large potatoes. Add 
three tablespoonfuls of milk, four ta­ 
blespoonfuls of flour, and three-fourths 
cup raisins. 
Have ready 
one half 
pound 
salt 
pork; cut up in pieces about the size 
of a lima bean; also a kettle of boil­ 
ing water arui two small bags; salt 
bags do very well. 
Wet the bags in 
cold water, then put into them, first 
a thin layer of the potato dough, then 
about six or seven pieces of the salt 
pork, which press dow'n a little into 
the dough. 
Half fill the bags in this 
way, finishing with a layer of 
the 
dough. 
The bags must not be more 
than half full, as space must be al­ 
lowed for the dough to swell. 
Tie the 
tops of the bags securely and put them 
into the boiling water and cook 
two 
hours. 
Care must be taken that the 
bogs do not stick to the bottom of the 
kettle. 
At the end of this time remove the 
bag from the water and allow them 
to cool slightly, then strip 
from the 
loaf. 
Cut the loaf in thin slices 
and fry 
brown. 
This makes a delicious break­ 
fast dish. 
Tim

makes 
enough for seven or eight persons. 


A public trust in Germany, accord­ 
ing to Heinrich Theurer of Frankfort, 
is a public honor, and there are but 
few cases of graft known in the fa­ 
therland. 
“One of the principal requirements 
of a mayor in Germany,” said Herr 
Theurer, w'ho is a banker, “is unquali­ 
fied honesty, for in the municipal ad­ 
ministration of Germany graft in any 
form is not tolerated; in fact, it is un­ 
known. 
To become the mayor of a 
city like Berlin, the applicant must 
have established his reputation for ef­ 
ficiency by governing 
other 
German 
cities. 
His career is carefully scru­ 
tinized by the members of the town 
council, who select him, for not only 
must he be competent, and be able to 
perform successfully the duties of his 
high office, but also he must be young 
enough to remain com petent for many 
years, for a mayor in Prussia is elect­ 
ed for a term of 12 years, and, if not 
re-elected after that period, is entitled 
to a lift’ pension of half the amount 
of his salary. 
After a service of six 
years his pension is one fourth of his 
salary, and after serving 20 years, two- 
thirds. 
He need not be a resident of 
Berlin at the time of his appointment; 
in fact, the mayor is usually chosen 
from the residents *>i’ other cities. 
“The mayor is appointed 
by 
the 
town council, subject to the confirma­ 
tion of the king of Prussia,” continued 
Mr, Theurer. 
“When 
it 
becomes 
known that the office of mayor is to 
be vacant applications for the position 
are considered by a com m ittee of the 
town council, and if municipal officers 
have made especially good records in 
other cities they may be requested to 
apply, if they have not already done 
so. 
After a thorough discussion of 
the merits of the various applicants, 
the appointments are made. 
“We regard the administration of a 
city from a strictly business stand­ 
point, the sam e as any other big en­ 
terprise. 
If industrial, financial and 
commercial concerns 
are anxious 
to 
secure the best managers to be had 
to take charge of their interests, why 
should not a municipality do the same 
thing, w’hen it is considered that the 
Interests involved are so great and im­ 
portant and concern every citizen and 
taxpayer? 
The 
less politics 
in the 
public administration and more busi­ 
ness principles the better. 
Why don’t 
you apply the 
same 
principles 
in 
America.”— W ashington Herald.

Furthermore, in endeavoring 
to obtain the co-operation of the fam­ 
ily physician, copies of the circular 
have been sent to more than one 
thousand members of the medical fra­ 
ternity of the district, with personal 
letters asking their aid in the move­ 
ment. 
" T h e circulars, printed as they are 
in simple language, entirely free from 
technicalities, will form easy reading 
matter for the children.

the sim plicity of the circulars, It is 
hoped by those who are interested in

You 
would have marveled still more had 
you known that for these men risks 
are a part of the day’s work—the work 
of placing at your breakfast table in 
your newspaper next morning, or a 
month later in your magazine, a pho­ 
tographic history of the world’s do­ 
ings. 
For these are the men who are 
watching the world with the camera.

argus-eyed army. 
But most of the world’s pho­ 
tographic news is gathered by commercial pho­ 
tographers. 
Commercial photographers are to the pictorial 
world what press associations are to the world of 
news. 
They gather in pictures the news that the 
press associations gather in words. The big com­ 
mercial photographer, like the great news agency, 
has his local staff, his correspondents—alert local 
photographers—in every caul tai and big city the 
world over, and his special representatives—men 
of proved resource and courage—that he sends to 
the ends of the earth. 
To have a man on the 
spot when news is making, a sharp watch is kept 
on the doings of the world, 
Thus his men are ceaselessly roaming over 
the entire globe, sighing like Alexander for more 
worlds to conquer, but, unlike Alexander, con­ 
stantly finding them. 
Year by year the traveling 
photographer is driven to greater exertion and 
larger risk. 
Thus one famous photographer jour­ 
neyed 24,000 miles on foot that the world might 
see how elephants are hunted in Hindustan. And 
another photographer, who was in Peking at the 
time of the Boxer uprising, planted his camera 
close beside the famous south gatu just before it 
w’as blown up with dynamite, so that he could 
“show the people at home how’ much smoke a 
dynamite explosion makes.’’ 
A successful traveling photographer, like a 
poet, is bern, not made, 
in addition to being 
a skilled camera man, he must have nerve and 
bravery, he must be cool, hi' mugt be a linguist, 
he must know how to commend men—often he 
travels at the head of a caravan—and he must 
know how to make himself i* -sona grata. 
For 
unless he find favor his skill and his bravery are 
often iir vain. During the Japanese war with Rus­ 
sia a famous American photographer who 
was 
making his way to the^ battle ime w’as halted 
by a minor Japanese officer. 
The photographer 
showed his credentials and protested. 
The offi­ 
cer was obdurate. 
He explained that It was for­ 
bidden ground. 
“Ask General Nog! about It," 
*tigge-ted the photographer. 
The officer did so. 
“If it i> the American artist,” the commander-in- 
chief sent back word, “let him go anywhere he 
wants to go.” 
That photographer was a favorite 
with General Nogi. 
Aboye all things the (raveling photographer 
must have news sense. 
He must get net only 
what he Is smit for, but anything else (hat is of 
Interest. 
N 
No pocket kodaks are the cameras that the 
traveling photographer, carries with him. 
Tim 
man who goes half way round the world to get 
a picture must be certain to get it when arrives. 
He can take no chances. 
So he has instruments 
that he can rely on. 
As big and heavy as a hod 
of bricks is one of these machines, and the cam­ 
era man takes two or three of them along. 
Each 
is suited to some particular kind of work. 
Then 
there are heavy tripods to carry, extra lenses, 
trunks full of plates, a portable dark room with 
chi. nticals. as well as a cooking and camping out­ 
fit. 
For the ce mer a man is sometimes gone from 
civilization for months at a lime. 
To transport 
ad tins equipment a large party is needed. 
Thus 
vhe photographer often finds himself at the head 
a considerable caravan. 
If the photographer 
travels in the north he will have to go by dog 
train. 
Camels will transport his outfit in Aria. 
In In iia he may travel on elephants. He can cart 
»his outfit in a wagon on the veldt; and in the

Some senators who com m ent­ 
ed on the president’s epee* h expressed 
a purpose to m ake formal reply to it 
In the n ear future. 


W a shington, 
Ju n e 
5 . — President 
Taft took advantage of the trip home 
from Chicago to get a rest. 
A storm 
which passed over the c ountry just a 
few 
hours In advance of his train 
brought the t e m p e r a tu r e down to a 
very 
comfortable 
point. 
At 
Fort 
W ay n e a G erman singing society sere­ 
naded him. and at W ooster, O,, the 
stu d e n ts of the university of that city 
cheered him and urged him to make a 
speech. 
However, the president kept 
to his rule of not making any speeches 
while* traveling on Sunday. 
F or a couple of hours the president 
motored through the su b u rb s of Pitts­ 
burg last eevnirig with his hlster, Mrs. 
T h om as K» Laughlin. 
The president 
left P ittsb u rg at 11:15 and arrived in 
W ashington at 8 o’clock this morning. 
Tho president reached Washington 
with a considerable load off his mind. 
In his address at Chicago Saturday he 
told the country what the reciprocity 
situation in the senate m e a ns as he 
views it. 
H e has given the public his 
analysis of 
the 
sort 
of 
opposition 
which faros him in the s e n a te on this 
m atter, and he returned to W ashing­ 
ton for the final fight for its passage 
with tho knowledge that now the pub­ 
lic will know what is w h a t in the reci­ 
procity situation. 
Methods of Opposition. 


T h e president outlined som e of the 
m ethods employed by the opponents 
of 
reciprocity, 
practically 
told 
the 
fa rm e rs that they were being "bun­ 
koed" by special interests, and said 
that the fate of the ag reem en t rested 
not so much with tho United States 
senate as with tile people of the coun­ 
try, 
lf the farm er and th e country at 
large, he said, could be brought to un­ 
derstand t h a t this treaty was in the 
interests of the majority of the people 
he would no longer fear the coming 
vote in the senate. 
T h e president was not sparing in 
his words. 
Ile told th e reasons for 
the opposition to the tre a ty by the 
lumber trd st and by the paper m anu­ 
facturers, and, without using names, 
scored a 
Now 
York firm,, some of 
whose m e m b e rs recently appeared at 
the hearings before the sen ate finance 
com m ittee in W ashington, ostensibly 
in behalf of the National Grange, ob­ 
jecting to the enacting of the agree­ 
ment. 
In spite of protests that are arrayed 
against it. the president expressed the 
belief that the agreem ent would be­ 
come a law. 
"The bill,” said he. "will 
pass, if it passes at all, because of the 
force of public opinion in its favor." 
On 
Wednesday 
the 
bill 
will 
be 
brought to the senate from the finance 
committee. 
The president feels that 
ha has now completely presented his 
case to the public, and he is anxious 
that the public will swing its force of 
opinion in support of this measure in 
the critical days to come.

The Hampshires are a large sheep, 
not quite so early maturing, but pro­ 
ducing very large lambs at an early 
age. 
They sh< ar approximately the 
same as Shropshires. 
The Oxford are very similar to the 
Hampshires in size and character. 
Tile Southdown is particularly 
a 
mutton 
breed, 
producing 
a 
fleece 
somewhat lighter than 
the 
breeds 
mentioned 
above, 
but 
nevertheless 
producing a good fleece and a most 
excellent carcass of mutton. 


I 
The Dorsets, when mature, weigh 
from 130 to 180 pounds, and are very 
prolific. 
They shear a fleece of me­ 
dium weight, and yield a good car- 
I cass. 
They are particularly valuable 
! because of their extreme prolificacy, 
producing frequently three times in 
I two years. 
The 
Rambouillettes and 
Delaine 
Merinos are fine wool sheep, and pro­ 
duce fleeces which will yield from IO 
I to 16 pounds per head. 
They, also 
produce good carcasses of mutton; 
however, more emphasis 
has 
been 
placed upon the fie.ece than in the 
I breeds mentioned above. 
The greatest difference between the 
I Rambouillette and the Delaine Mer!* 
i no is in the greater size of the former. 
The Cot8wold, Lincoln and Lester 
I are known as the long-wooled breeds, 
producing fleeces weighing from 8 to 
: 12 pounds, and producing good car- 
I casses before the lambs reach the age 
j of one year. 
These three breeds are 


1 comparatively large. 
But breed is not everything in the 
selection of breeding-rams and ewes. 
After one has made up his mind as 
to the breed he wants then he must 
know how to select the best individual 
of that breed. 
There are some mighty poor speci­ 
m ens of the best breeds, and the trick 
is to know enough to let these alone.

money-saver in numerous ways.

the mere matter of watering cattle, it 
will not only make a large saving of 
labor, but it will increase the flow of 
milk In dairy cattle and cause fatten­ 
ing beeves to lay on more flesh than 
when their drink Is limited. 
The economies it will effect on even 
the 
moderate 
sized 
farmstead will 
amount to a good deal more each year 
than the interest on an investment of 
$500; and .only rarely would the outlay 
for its Installation amount to so largo 
a sum as that. Forest Henry, in a re­

Western Canada is generally a busi­ 
ness man, and in hi3 stock-taking he 
will have found that he has had a 
su« cansful year. 
On looking over a 
number of reports sent from various 
quarters, the w riter finds that in spite 
of the visitation of drouth in a small 
portion of Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, m any farmers are able to 
report splendid crops. 
And these re­ 
ports come from different 
sections, 
covering an area of 
about 
25,000 
square miles. 
As, for instance, at 
Laird, Saskatchewan, the crop returns 
showed that J. B. Peters had 12,800 
bushels from 320 acres, or nearly 40 
bushels to the acre. 
In the Blaine 
Lake district the fields ranged from 
15 to DO bushels per acre, Ben Crews 
having 1,150 oushels from 24 acres; 
Edmond* Trotter 1,200 bushels off 30 
acres, while fields of 30 bushels were 
common. 
On poorly cultivated fields 
but 15 bushels were reported. 
Iii Foam Lake (Sask.) district IOO 
bushels of oats to the acre were Be­ 
mired by Angus Robertson, D. McRae 
and C. H. Hart, while the average 
was 85. 
In wheat 30 bushels to the 
acre were quite common on the newer 
land, but off 15 acres of land culti­ 
vated for the past three years George 
E. Wood secured 495 bushels.

W atering is by far the 
most 
im­ 
portant duty in taking care of the in­ 
door garden. 
Sickly plants, in six 
eases out of ten, are the result of be­ 
ing watered just whenever the ov.ner 
happens to think of it. 
A good per­ 
centage of the rem ainder are caused 
by an excess of water. 
Too much is 
as bad as too little. 
When over-wa­ 
tered the roots are unable to absorb 
all the moisture. 
This causes the soil 
to become soaked, thus excluding the 
air. 
Then the eartli becomes sour, the 
roots decay, and the leaves of the 
plant turn yellow and fall off. 
When 
under-watered, the roots dry up with 
similar results. 
All potted plants should be watch­ 
ed. 
Rub a pinch of the soil between 
the fingers. 
If it crumbles up with­ 
out caking, then you know' it is time 
to adm inister water; if it cakes, then 
there is still enough moisture unab­ 
sorbed. 
The water should be of the 
same teraperalfiire 
as 
the 
room 
in 
which the plants are kept and should 
be clear. 
People who pour the hot water left 
the bottom of the tea kettle on their 
flowers m ust not be surprised if the 
roots are scalded to death. 
The plant 
should be allowed to stand and drain 
for some time. 
Then the excess in 
the saucer or jardiniere must be emp­ 
tied out. 
When the flowers are in 
window boxes, by 
the 
way, 
holes 
should be drilled in the bottoms of 
the boxes in order to allow the excess 
moisture to drain off. 
Syringing is also 
important. 
All 
plants should be so treated except 
those whose leaves are covered with 
hairs. 
The value of syringing is that 
it helps to keep the foliage clean, the 
breathing pores of the plants open 
and the leaves and stem s free from 
Insects. 
On warm days this syringing should 
be done outside, putting 
the * plants 
where they can get the sun while tak­ 
ing their bath. 
It is better not to use 
a nozzle, but place the thumb over 
the opening of the hose and spray the 
water so that it may fall on the leaves 
like rain. 
In cold w eather this should 
be done In the bathroom. 
Plants with large and tough leaves, 
j such as palms and rubber plants, need 
to be sponged from time to time.
